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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 
ARMISTICE DAY 


The first Armistice Day — on November 11, 1918 — was 
a day of rejoicing. It marked the end of a terrible war, and the 
news that the fighting had ceased made everybody happy. It 
was a day of fun and celebration. 

But Armistice Day now is a solemn occasion. It marks the 
anniversary of the end of World War |, just as it did in 1918, 
but now it is a day dedicated to the memory of those who gave 
their lives that this country might survive. 

In addition, now, it is dedicated to those who died in the 
Second World War, what the others did in the first. It is a day 
when we rejoice that those wars did end, and a day of solemn 
memories. 

The further we get away from the two World Wars, the 
less significance Armistice Day will have. But that, of course, 
will not happen in this generation, not until those who lived the 
time through those wars have gone from the earth. 

The Civil War was just as real once to thousands of Ameri- 
cans, but the years have lessened its significance. And the same 
is true about the Spanish-American war. If, in the years that 
are ahead, no other wars come to engage our efforts, gradually, 
through the years, the significance of Armistice Day will lessen 
in the same way. 

We may never reach that happy day when the country’s 
wars are so far behind, in years, that they are mere memories. 
But one of the fine things that all of us should dedicate our- 
selves on this anniversary is to a real, honest-to-goodness effort 
to keep our wars far, far behind us. We want a lasting peace.

THE CLOUDED CRYSTAL BALL 

If there is one thing that the recent election proved beyond 
the shadow of a doubt, it was the fact that nobody can predict 
the future. We may have our fortune-tellers, or card readers 
or even our political pollsters. Any of them may, at times, make 
pretty good guesses as to what is ahead. But now we know they 
are not to be depended on. Even the weather forecaster, alas, 
is not right all the time. 

If the political pollsters were accurate Thomas E. Dewey 
would be the president-elect. They all predicted his election by 
a wide margin. But most of the 45,000,000 or so men and 
women who voted decreed otherwise. It was what the voters 
decreed, not what the pollsters predicted that decided the elec- 
tion. 

Various reasons have been suggested for the election re- 
sult — overconfidence, labor, the farm vote, a desire on the 
part of the people not to change horses when things are going 
well financially. But looking for reasons is not going to do any 
good. 

The plain truth is, that in free America, when the people 
go to the polls they are supreme. Nobody can tell any man or 
any woman how to cast his, or‘her, vote. Elections are never 
decided in advance. They are decided when the people have 
marked their ballots and the ballots have been counted. 

The time has not arrived when we can give up the ballot 
box for pollsters. We doubt if it ever will.

HERE TO STAY 

The number of small businesses in the country today per 
thousand of population is as large as at any time in our history. 
The authority for this is A. D. H. Kaplan, an economist who has 
written a report called ‘Small Business: Its Place and Prob- 
lems.’ 

What gives a report of this kind unusual interest is the 
fact that some years ago there was a widespread fear that small 
business was doomed, because of an inability to compete with 
large business. This fear made itself felt in various ways. One 
of them was an attempt to levy heavy, punitive class taxes 
against the chain retail system. It was argued that this had 
to be done to keep the independent merchant from extinction. 
Yet, as everyone knows, the independent has successfully com- 
peted with the chains, and does the largest part, by far, of all 
the retail trade in the country. 

In this report, Mr. Kaplan says that ‘‘the small business 
man will strengthen himself by learning how best to compete 
tor, not how to restrict, markets.’ That is the best possible 
advice, To again use retailing as an example, the largest stores 
now in business were small stores once. Many of them were 
single-man or single-family operations. Their owners learned 
how to compete for business, and how to make their stores at- 
tractive to consumers. Success followed. 

Small business in the United States has always been dis- 
tinguished by vitality and a progressive spirit. It is holding its 
own in the competitive scheme of things, and it is here to stay,

The employers’ rates must by 
law be computed annually prior to 
March 81st. Since these rates are 
based on a full year’s experience 
and since the last return is of a 
January 81st filing date, all com- 
putations must be made between 
the first of February and the 31st 
of March—a fantastically large 
job. Also by March 81st. the wage 
records of all two million employ- 
ees must be on file, ready for use 
for claims. 

The basic principle unem- 
ployment compensation that 
when an individual is unemployed 
through no fault of his own and 
is capable and available for work 
and is unable to obtain work in 
his own occupation, or in any 
other occupation for which he is 
reasonably fitted and has been 
paid wages in his base period of 
not less than $150, he may claim 
benefits. The basic period is the 
calendar year preceding April Ist 
of the year in which he is unem- 
ployed.

These benefits cannot be accu- 


mulated. cannot be collected twice 
for the same period. nor collected 
more often than for 23 months of 
unemployment in any one benefit 
fiscal year. 
For those who may be interested 
the higher mathematics in- 
volved in unemployment compen- 
sation, herewith the method 
used in establishing total benefits. 
(All others are advised to skip 
lightly by).-. ‘The total benefits 
which an unemployed individual 
may receive during his benefit 
year shall be an amount equal to 
thirty percent of his wages in the 
base period, or an amount equal 
to twenty-three times his benefit 
rate, whichever is the lesser.”’ If, 
for example, an individual earned 
during his highest quarter $300, 
his weekly benefit rate would be 
$16.00 (from a convenient table). 
This multiplied by 23 would be 
$368.00. His total earnings. how- 
ever, during his calendar year of 
employment totaled $800.00. 
Thirty percent of this figure gives 
$270.000, which is the lesser of the 
two. Therefore, he would be paid 
a weekly compensation based on 
$270.00. Those who, like the 
writer, are not blessed with a 
mathematical mind, will be glad to 
know that with the largest 1.B.M.

Lake Success, New York—Aus- 
tralia and the United Kingdom 
have reported additional contribu- 
tions totalling just over $1,000,- 
000, according to a statement is- 
sued by the Headquarters of the 
United Nations Appeal for Chil- 
dren (UNAC), here.
